The teaching of the: inventors in fhe WO 02/068582 publication relates to the 
development of more stable and nuclease-resistant sequence dependent (or sequence 
complementary) antisense oligonucleotides that also have a higher affinity to naRNA, As a 
result, the inventors designed oligonucleotides containing six-membered azasugars (see page 
10, lines 17-24 in WO 02/068582). As cited in Table 1 of WO 02/068582, random 
he c des cm > n i >ere< < sugars (S1Q L) M)s 20-24) are disclosed 
winch have strong ami-Hi V activity although they had no sequence specificity to HIV- J gene 
(see page 46, lines 7-10). Consequently, it is disclosed that the inhibitory effect of 
oligonucleotides containing six-membered azasugars on HIV-1 replication was not mediated 
sequence eeitk s e echanisi igainst HIV- 1 gene, but i thei mediated by 
inhibiting virus attachment on the cell surface (see page 67, lines 22-26). However, one 
skilled in the art would have construed from this that the antiviral activity seen was due to 
the six-membered azasugars. the inventors taking such an extensive departure from standard
